Not More Hopeful—»Japanese 
Claim to be Doing all in Their 
Power to Maintain Peace. 


Lomlou, Jan. ¡s.—The teijt o£ the lius- 
t»ian reply to Japan’s last note* has been 
received at the Japanese legation here. 
It will be* presented to the foreign office 
later in the day by Minister Hayashf. 
M inister Hayasbi said to thè Associated 
Press: 
‘‘A fter reading the reply all I 
can »ay j» hope for peaceful settlement is 
grow ing Jess and less. 
Conditions are 
very grave.” 
At the legation the opinion Is held the » 
reply is utterly upgtosed to the main Ja ­ 
panese contentionsTand it is thought ne­ 
gotiations will be broken off. Japan has 
decided not to buy the Chilean warships 
for which negotiations have been started. 
It is said the ships bought recently from 
A rgentina were expected to sail to day 
for the far east by way of the Suez canal. 
A Tokio dispatch to day, after recording 
the. arrival of the Russian reply, adds: 
“ Diplomacy has not said its last word. 
There are still hopes hostilities may be 
averted.” 
From the Russian legation it is an­ 
nounced negotiations continue. 
The Russian ambassador and Japanese 
minister.visited the foreign office this af­ 
ternoon and had a half hour conference 
with Lord Landsdownc, to whom the text 
of the Russian reply to Japan was''com­ 
municated.

Hong Kong, Jan. S.—A detachment of 
-Go men of tlie Sherwood Foresters, form­ 
ing a part of the garrison of Hong Kong, 
have suddenly been warned to be in readi­ 
ness for active service. The destination 
of the troops is unknown, but it-is pre­ 
sumed they are going to Pekin or Seoul. 
The detachment is ready and transport 
arrangements have been completed. 
J a p a n e s e v e s s e l s . 
Genoa. Jan. S.—The warships Niasin 
and Kasega, built here for the Argentine 
republic and purchased by Japan, will 
probably sail to morrow. The vessels áre' 
commanded by two Englishmen, Captain 
Boyle and Captain Lee, and other offi­ 
cers are alo English with the exception 
of some Japanese. 
The crews, number­ 
ing 300 men to each ship; are about equal­ 
ly divided between Italian and English 
nationality.

TO CONTINUE NEGOTIATIONS. 
Tokio, Jan. S.—The Japanese govern­ 
ment has practically determined to con­ 
tinue negotiations. It is dissatisfied with 
Russia’s trems, hut does not feel war­ 
ranted in issuing an ultimatum or break­ 
ing off negotiations and will make an­ 
other effort to secure their modification 
before resorting to force. It is anticipated 
the discusssion will continue a few weeks, 
during which interim a breach of peace 
is improbable. 
St. Petersburg, Jan. S.—Mr. Kurino, the. 
Japanese minister,, to night authorized 
the Associated Press to say the JaJpan- 
ese government is stilli doing everything 
in its pow'er in the interest of peace and 
that American reports about sending of 
troops to Corea were without foundation. 
Kurino said he thought negotiations bad 
made some progress. 
Seoul, Corea, Jan. S.—An Italian cruiser 
has arrived in the harbor of Chemulpo 
and a German warship is expected there.. 
The legations are all guarder by detach­ 
ments of marines belonging to ’various 
nations. 
MAY APPEAL TO UNITED STATES. 
Paris, Jan. 8.—Min Yeung Tchan, Corean 
minister, . said to the Associated Press 
to day that lie would not be surprised 
should Corea appeal to the United States 
for good offices in Jicr behalf in c a se of 
invasion of Corean territory by one or the 
other power. Under the treaty between 
the United States and Corea this is per 
missable. Moreover, continued the mini­ 
ster, the people of Corea regard the 
U nited States in a most friendly’ way, 
because of its fair policy and fui*ther, 
owing to the fact it was the first country 
to sign a treaty with the “Herman King 
dom.”

but the effect in Tokio, acording to in­ 
formation obtained has been more satis­ 
factory than press dispatches show and 
it Is believed th at negotiations will con­ 
tinue. In connection with Russia’s con­ 
cession a curious and at the same time 
authoritative story is told regarding the 
cause of development of the present situ­ 
ation. It appears a misunderstanding oc­ 
curred between Viceroy Alexieff and the 
Rusisan government and that the note 
antedating the one Just submitted did not 
contain a recognition of Japan’s prepon­ 
derating influence in part o f Coria.as Rus­ 
sia and the whole world believed. 
The 
latest« ote of Russia clear up the situ­ 
ation, but whether it recognizes Japan’s 
preponderating interests in all Corea is 
not known now. 
London, Jan. S.—Bennett Burligh. cor­ 
respondent of the Telegraph in the far 
east, says there is a total force of 10,000 
men and 00 guns Included in the imperial 
guards and first division, and adds: “The 
Infantry greatly impressed me, with its 
solid, vigorous and trenchant appearance. 
The artillery is excellent, but the cavalry 
horses poor, being merely ponies. 
The 
troopers carry carbines on their backs in 
workmanlike fashions.” 
Burligh referr­ 
ing to the general situation, says: "You 
may discredit the report that Japan in­ 
tends to present an ultimatum. The Chi­ 
nese government declares It wiiil cer­ 
tainly help Japan.” 
The Mail’s Che Foo correspondent as­ 
serts that in event of a victorious war 
Japan would conclude a treaty with China 
opening Manchuria to all foreign trade. 
The Times’ Paris correspondent learns 
from St. Petersburg that Russia’s repb* 
amounts to practically an accptance of 
the first agreement entered into between 
the Ruaisan minister to Japan and the Ja ­ 
panese foreign minister. 
Stipulations of 
this agreement were recognition by Rus­ 
sia of Japan’s preponderance in Corea 
and neutralization of the Corean coast, 
with refusal to place Japanese on the 
same footing as Europeans in Manchuria. 


THE TRAINING SQUADRON. 
Pensacola. Fla., Jan. S.—The Atlantic 
training, spadron sailed this afternoon for 
Guantanamo, from which point they will 
proeecd to Panama to relieve vessels now' 
stationed there.

He made a brief speech in support of the 
proposition for a sea level canal, stating 
such waterway would be only thirty miles 
in length. 
The resolution for new investigation of 
the |>ostofficc department was then taken 
up by Simmons (N. C.) He said it was 
clearly the purpose of Republicans not to 
permit any further inquiry into frauds 
and scandals of tho department. 
Sim­ 
mons made the point the frauds exposed 
by the Bristow inquiry in nearly every 
instance showed civil liability and that 
the government funds w-hich had been 
wasted should be recovered, in court of 
law.

Tillman said a number of years ago he 
had asked that rural free- delivery boxes 
be supplied to farmers at cost and had 
submitted a sample box which sold for 50 
cents.

Former Editor and Miyor of 
Effingham Killed while 
Working Ai a 
Laborer. 


St. Louis, Jan. 8.—An itinerant laborer, 
whose death occurred to day from feeing 
struck on the head by a falling brick while 
■ working on a building In Granite City, 
111., w'as discovered to be Jonathan A. 
Arnold, a. former editor, mayor and prom­ 
inent citizen of Effiingham, 111., Some 
time ago he met with financial losses 
and instead of accepting proferred as­ 
sistance struck out for himself. The body 
was taken to Effingham to night. 


QFKE INVESTIGATION 


Chicago, Ban. S.—No evidence of import­ 
ance which had not previously been made 
public was obtained at the inquest over 
the victims of the . Iroquois theatre fire 
to day. The most important witness of 
the day was Engineere Murray of the 
theatre, whose testimony showred the the­ 
atre was practical^ destitute of fire pro­ 
tection, that no precaution had been taken 
and that no instructions had ever been 
given any attaches. 
There were stand­ 
pipes in the theatre, he said, but only 
one coil of hose and this not over fifty 
feet long. Other witnesses told chiefly of 
their own experiences and nothing of ma­ 
terial impoitance was elicited from any 
of them. 
Two more names were added to day to 
the list of victims of the fire, when Nel­ 
lie DaWson and Estil Mauer died; lit hos­ 
pitals. Misss Dawson resided in Barring­ 
ton, 111. . Shew as severely burned in 
coming down a fire escape when she 
passed a window from w-hich the flames 
were shooting out. 
Miss Mauer, whose 
home was in Evansville, Ind., was in the 
theatre with her two sisters, .both of 
whom perished. - 
Chicago, Jan. 8 —Robert E. Murray, sta­ 
tionary engineer a t the Iroquois theatre, 
testifying a t the inquest to day, declared 
there was one standpipe on the stage, two 
in the basement and one in tbe smoking 
room. There was no hose attached to any 
of them, although there was hose in the 
building on a reel. Nobody had ever been 
instructed how to use it. 


A SCARE RUMOR. 
London, Jan. S.—The Kobe correspond­ 
ent of the Express ends a scare rumor to 
the effect that a collision between Rus­ 
sian and Japanese fleets ha3 taken place 
near the Island of Tsushima, strait of 
Corea. This rumor is not mentioned in 
and other source, and, in* view ..of the fact 
the Japanese government is exercising a 
censorship over news concerning naval 
matters, it may safely be disregarded. 
Philadelphia, Jan. 8.—The Record says 
the Japanese government has secured an 
option on the new Turkish cruiser Med- 
jidie. now being hurired to completion at 
Cramp’s shipyard. Both'the Russian and 
Japanese governments have been negoti­ 
ating with the sultan for the'cruiser, but 
japan's bid was 8500,000 over Russia’s best 
offer.

Washington, Jan. S.—The far eastern 
situation was discussed at the cabinet 
meeting to day, special consideration be­ 
ing given the movement of the Asiatic 
squadron, which it Is desired shall be so 
shaped as to emphasize the absolute neu­ 
trality of this country in the event of 
hostilities between Russia 
and 
Japan. 
After the meeting it was announced or­ 
ders would be cabled to Rear Admiral 
Evans upon Ids arrival at Guam to mor­ 
row to- proceed thence to Subig bay, it 
being desired the American navy shall ob­ 
serve good sea manners by not going to 
Japanese or Russian waters just now.

RUSSIAN DISCIPLINE. 


Discipline in the Russian armj is 
confined to the essentials very strict­ 
ly and does Aot concern itself about 
things hot* immediately connected 
with the *ipfr?rements of troops and 
their confcct in action, according 
to O. K. Davis in Everybody’s Mag­ 
azine- They will fight magnificent­ 
ly, but for the rest they are a law­ 
less, unkempt, slouchy, dirty lot, 
whose clothes seem perpetually un­ 
washed and whose hands are in'ev­ 
erything that is not their own: 
There were a dozen différent' 
breeds of fighting men in the Pe­ 
king relief column, and among all 
of them I saw instances of unpro­ 
voked cruelty and saragery. With 
the others such cases were sporadic, 
hut among the Russians discipline 
does not seem to undertake to pro- 
ride against that sort of thing.

MA NSLAUGHTER CHARGED. 
Carlyle, 111., Jan. 8.—The prelim­ 
inary trial: of August Zopli, Charles 
and Robert Drayton, of »St. Louis* who 
were accused of the murder of As-1 
seesor Gerhard Baahlmanu, of Da- 
miansvifle, this county, was held here 
before Justice Rogan. Many visitors 
were here from neighboring towns 
and tlie county to hear the testimony, 
as the ease lias elicited much inter­ 
est. 
The killing occurred on the after­ 
noon of Dec. 20. The accused men 
laiuied that they stopped at Frank 
Middendorf's saloon, in Damiausyille, 
to get some lunch. They had been 
luntyig and were eu roule home. 
While in the saloon they were asked 
to sliow their hunter’s license. As­ 
sessor Baablinann, impersonating a 
game'warden, arrested them and took 
away their guns. Some one proposed 
that the- hunters treat the crowd and 
their guns w’oiild’ be returned. This 
was done and harmony apparently 
prevailed, but as the hunters were 
caving the saloon a fight occurred 
and Baahliftann w’ai shot through the 
icad and instantly killed. 
The testimony indicated that near- 
y all the crow’d in the saloon had 
Deen drinking. 
Witnesses declared 
that the hunters did the shooting, 
mt failed to show’ which one fired the 
fatal shot. The verdict of the. jury 
charges Charles and Robert Drayton 
with manslaughter. 
The Draytons 
w’ere placed under $1,500 bond each 
to aw’ait tlie action of the grand jury, 
which convenes in May.

No Truth in Reports as to H is 
* R ejecting Prison 
Rations« 


»Sheriff Brooker, of Havana, says 
iliere is no truth .in the report that 
Fred Strube, who is in the Mason 
county jail at Havana, awaiting trial 
on the charge of murder, is attempt­ 
ing to starve himself, or is rejecting 
liis prison rations. 
lie has not so 
good an appetite as formerly, but the 
sheriff thinks his prisoner is merely 
suffering from slight biliousness. 
The 
belief 
seems to be gaining 
ground in and about Havana, due 
largely, it is thought, to reports dis­ 
seminated by medical specialists em­ 
ployed in the cpse, that Fred Strube 
will be able to make a strong defense 
on the score of emotional insanity. 
Members of the family call upon 
Fred »Strube in the Alasou county’ jail 
twice a week and have continued to 
do so frqm the time ho was taken 
back to Havana. 
Some uneasiness 
is felt by them as to his physical con­ 
dition and they have placed a phy­ 
sician in attendance, lie has always 
been of a rugged constitution and 
they are at a loss to understand the 
failure of his desire for food. 
In 
spite of the imminent danger of his 
being obliged to face a more igno­ 
minious death they wish 
him1 
to 
stand trial and take his chance of 
securing a penitentiary sentence. 
As the time for the trial draws 
near the feeling seems to be gaining

Henry McDonnell unearthed a very 
interesting* record of the early his 
tory of Jacksonville recently in ui< 
form of a directory of the town 
which reads 0» .the title page as fol­ 
lows: 
WILLIAMS’ 
JACKSONVILLE DIRECTORY 
and 
■ 
-BUSINESS MIRROR 
For 1860-61. 
Gatlin «fc Co., North Side Square. 
After a brief preface a. splendic 
historical sketch of the city' appears; 
which states that the town »was laic 
out in: the spring of 1825 by Thomas 
Arnett, Isaac Dial and the county of 
Morgan. The original town plat was 
said to contain eighty acreif. A few 
cabins were erected, in 1825 and the 
first store was opened by George 
Rcarick in* & log cabin1 in October of 
the same year. The growth of the 
town was slow, but in 1829 it .could 
boast ofi seventy-one houses, mostly 
one story, highi and with few cxcep 
tious of Jog construction. The popu 
lation in 1830 was estimated to be. 
446. 
In 1833 tlic town was visited 
by tlic Asiatic cholera, tlic severest 
'calamity the place has ever experi­ 
enced. 
Th. financial panic of 1837 
was a great bhtw to the then strug­ 
gling village and paralyzed nearly ev­ 
ery branch of business, at least tem­ 
porarily, and many firms were com­ 
pelled to discontinue business entire­ 
ly. In 184ft ¿he population liacl reach­ 
ed '1,900 „and from that time until 
1860 there was a steady increase and 
the village enjoyed a period of pros­ 
perity. 
Tho jtown- was incorporated 
in 1831. 
Ju the matter of churches the first 
one to have an organization was the 
Presbyterian in 1827. Later houses 
for public worship were erected by 
the Methodist 
and 
Presbyterian 
churches and in 1835 tho Congrcga- 
tionalists dedicated a church edifice, 
and in tho same year the Epicopali- 
ans built a cliurch whose architecture 
was of the most model character in 
tho town. 
It is well*known that, the first rail­ 
road built in the state was construct­ 
ed from Meredosia to Springfield 
through this city, under the great 
Internal Improvement- system, which 
proved so disastrous to the state, and 
nearly reduced it to bankruptcy. This 
railroad afterward became a .part of* 
the Great Western system, now the 
Wabash. The directory mentions as 
additional railroads the Illinois Riv­ 
er road, connecting Jacksonville and 
Peoria, afterward the P. P. & J.,!now 
the C., P .. vVr St. L.; the Tonica '& 
Petersburg, railroad, 
connecting 
Jacksonville 
with 
Petersburg and 
Tonica, and thus with the Illinois 
Central with LaSalle and Chicago, 
the former road now the Chicago & 
Alton, and the Jacksonville <fe Car­ 
rollton joad, connecting this city with 
Alton and St. Louis. The Quincy & 
Toledo road was announced as .under 
construction and comment was made 
that the railroad facilities of the 
>lace were superior to any city in 
the state outside of Chicago.
